One of which, being more than ordinarily remarkable, 
J ſhall inftance in—Among the Gothe, a barbarous Peo- Þ 
ple then in Spain, and even to the ſixth Century infected 


from their Thrones. For ſurely, if Princes may be de- 
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with the Plague of Arrianiſm; it was grown a common 
Cuſtom to depoſe and murder their Kings, fo that no fewer 
than thirteen of them in a ſmall compaſs of Time were 
brought to an RE} End; At laſt, Anno 633, in the 
Reign of one Siſenandus, a Synod of Seventy Bilbops was 
gather d at Toledo, Ifdorc of Sevil being Preſident, the 75th 
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Canon of which Council was to this Purpoſe, - After a 
large Preface of the Deteſtation of thoſe horrid and per- 
ſndious Principles by which ſome dared, contrary to the 
poſitive Commands of God, to lift up their Hands againſt 
ehe Lord's Anointed, that they might avert the Anger of God 
hreatning them upon that Account, they exhort all to 
Keep their Faiths and Engagement to Cod and the King, that 
none ſhould be guilty of Perjury or Treachery, or offer to 
deprive the King of his Throne or Life ; But in Caſe that 
this earneſt Admonition of theirs ſhould fail of its full 
Effect, this was their definitive Sentence, Wioſocver of our 
ſelves or of all the People of Spain, ſhall violate. that Oath

| Now that God ſhould conſtitute any Office of Power 
or Government without any Subordination to it, or without 
any Deſign of the Submiſhon of others to it, would ap- 
pear incomprehenſibly ſtrange. If we obſerve that na- 
tural Order in which God has ſettled all created Beings, 
we may ſee a perfect Polity in it, the very inanimate 
Creatures ſtill ſubſervient to thoſe Rules and Laws ap- 
r for them; What can we find but Man who dares 
ebel againſt his Maker? and who but Man would ſhake 
the Voke of all Government off his Neck? Hence Fa- 
ctions, In ſurrections, and Rebellions againſt lawful worldly 
Princes are ſo frequent, for it can be no Wonder that 
the Subſtitutes ſhould be diſregarded or diſobeyed, where 


the Hybeft Lord hi mſelf cannot prevail, without an Al- 


mighty out- ſtretched Arm for our Subjection. Now if 
Cod be the original Funder of Monarchy by his own Ex- 
an;ple, and by his Providential Care of Mankind, who 
could not poſſibly attain to, or ſubſiſt in that Happineſs 
they were created to without Government, we may rea- 


ſonably believe, that as He has been pleaſed to ſettle Us

an theſe Kingdoms under a Monarchical Government, the 

moſt exact Reſemblance of that Sovereignty which He 

himſelf exerciſes over all his Creatures, ſo he expects 

that we ſhould faithfully ſerve, bonum, aud ber obey 
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thoſe whom He has made his viſible Subſtitutes over us, 
we may be aſſur d that He could not ſettle a Government 
among us, ſo entirely agreeable to his own, yet fo diſæ. 
greeable to his Will, that he would eafily diſpenſe with 
any Acknowledgment of that Azathority with which he 
had inveſted his Vicegerents in theſe Nations. It's true, 
God was highly offended once with the Hraelites, for at. 
ing a King or themſelves, but we are to obſerve, that He 
was not offended with them becauſe He diſliked that Kind 
of Government, for He Himſelf had promi ſed it to them 
of old, as a Conſummation of their Bleſſings, He had in- 
ſpired Jacob with the Gift F d rophecy to foretel it, He 
had taken Notice by Moſes, that the Time would come 
when they'd defire it, He had inur'd them to it, in ma- 
king Moſes himſelf a King in Feſhuran, a compleat and 
abſolute Monarch immediately under Himſelf, in all Re- 
ſpects excepting meerly the Royal Title, and had given 
them Direction * for their choice of 4 King, and for their 
Kings Behaviour of higpfelt in his Management; But the

Emergency, nor could any Branch or Circumſtance of that 
Covenant fail, therefore God the Son muſt take upon him 
human Nature, therefore in that human Nature he muſt 
Suffer, but all this with Reſpect to human Powers, he did 
voluntarily, uncompell d by any Power but bis own, and we 
ſee he was fain to hide the Terrors of bis Glory that Man 
might be able to bring that to paſs which was neceſſarily 
to be done, and this was certainly an Acknowledgment 
of and ſtrengthning the Authority of the Civil Magiſtrate, 
how mean and deſpicdble ſoever the Perſon of him who 
bore the Office might be. 5 . 
Popery, indeed, properly ſo call'd, to the eternal Scan- 
dal of that bloody Superſtition, teaches the Art of poiſoning 
and aſſaſſinating Kings, and Rebelling ei ft the 2 
of lawful Cover nours, and it inveſts the pretendedly infal- 
ible Head of the Church with Power to dethrone and ex- 
communicate Princes, and to Interdift and Confonnd Ning- 
doms and Commonmealths, and it would have been well if 
ſuch things had been tolerated only by the profeſſed Vaſ- 
ſals F the Biſbop of Rome; but Faction and Rebellion are 
Plagnes of a very ſpreading Nature, and thoſe who are 
infected with them are juſt of ſuch miſchievous Inclina- 
tions as thoſe viſited with the Peſtilence. Men may call 
themſelves what they will, as we ſee common Atheiſts and 
Debauchees recommended by a Biſbep to Places of Truſt and 
Profit, under the Name of Protefients, but All who lay 
down and defend Oppoſition to their lawful Goveritors, 
let them roar never ſo loud againſt Popery, are really ei- 
ther Papiſts or Atheiſts; They are the Principles, not the 
outward an which make the Man. Thoſe who. 
will not in their own Perſons ſubmit to every Ordinance of 
Man, or who teach others not to do ſo, thoſe who make 
as great a rout with Liberty and Property, when they are 
making uſe of all the Means they can find out to betray 
their native Country into Slavery, as others do with what: 
they call tender Conſcience, when really they have 'no Con- 
ſcience at all; nor know ſo much as what Confeiexce is, 
thoſe who ate afraid of ung ſiawbling-Blocks in the 
Way of Atheiſts and Debancþecs, by obliging chem to niake 


ſome Shew of Religion, whether they ve any Religion

in their Hearts or not, all ſuch kinds of Perſons are ſuch Þ © 
as have no true Senſe of Religion themſelves, and if there P. 
be no ſuch thing as o Religion in Rerum Natura, or 77 
out ward W.rſhip, which any one can rea ſonably be obliged 
to in a Chriſtian Nation, every Man may be a fincere Son 
F the Court of Rome, and confequently may maintain 
' King-depofing and King- Rilling Principles in his Heart, and 
yet never be taken Notice of as a Pgpiff. And Men may 
be very wiſe, if ſome are not in an Error, and underſtand 
the Spirit and Genius of the Go ſhel perfectly well, thio very 
differently from the poor weak Fathers of old, yet never 
ſtand on their Guard againſt them, or ſecure the Frontiers 
- of the Kingdom of Feſus Chriſt againſt their Inſults and 


Underminings. 


But whatever Men of Heterodox Fudgments, or of no 
Tudgments at all, may endeavour to Fs us withal, witl 
reſpect to the Reſiſtance of ſuch lawful Princes as we have 
once conceived an ill Opinion of, we are ſure, and we 
can reft ia our Notion with much greater Satisfaction and 
Security, than in the novel Dreams of the Biſhop of Bangor, 
that neither Cod, nor any Religion really founded u on his 
Nora, allows any ſuch Perverſeneſs, nay, it is not fo 
much as allowed by that which Men call Natural Religion; 
We never heard of any Commiſſion given by Chrij? the 
undoubted, to Peter the ſuppeſed Head of the Church, 
whoſe Succeſſors the Biſhop of Rome falily pretends to be, 
that he my precipitate Kings. from their, Thrones, or 

lay them aſide 'a$ uſeleſs Burdens to the Pablick; The 
Charge given by our Lord to St. Peter, and in him to all 

the Apoſtles and their Succeſſors to the end of the World, 
was, Feed my Sheep, feed my Lambs! And we ſee what 

che ſame Apoſtle enjoins us in the Text, Had Peter had 
any Abdicating Power, doubtleſs he'd have exercis'd it up- 
on Herod, when thut up in. Priſon by him, .or upon Nero 
under whoſe Government, as Hiſtorians tell us, he ſuffer'd 
Martyrdom ; but alas! all the Reaſons He and ſuch as He 

usd againſt the wor/f of Princes. were only Prayers and 
Tears, and where they could not do ſuch Things as were 
impos d upon them by a lan ful Power, they quictly ſub- 
mitted to the utmoſt Severity of oppreſſive Laws, and ſo 

be and his Frethren became ſignal Examples of thoſe Rules 
they had given to others, —To be ſubjett to Superiurs with 

all Fear, not only to the good and 2 but al ſo to the Fro- 
ward — whence the Fiſhp of Rome, or any of thoſe who 


pretend to be his Adverſaries, ſhould deduce 


is made a God to Aaron his Elder, tho' he were deſign 
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perceptible ; According to the Læm of Reaſon and the beff 
Methods of Self-preſervation, that mutual Society and thoſe 
Alliances by which Men go about to ſecure their own 


Peace, cannot ſubſiſt under two Pretenders to the ſme 
Hradſhip or Government, nor can there be any ſ-fe 1 ſion 
between two Supreme Powers of different Pretences and Qua- 
lifications ; And as for the Laws of God, they never thow | 
us any thing like it, but Moſes, tho' the anger Brother, 

to be the High Prieſt to the Lord; And tho' the Princes of 
Iſrael never pretended to the Prieſthood, yet they always 
acted as Political Superiors to the High Priefts themſelves, 


and therefore Solomon, tho he could not Unprieſt Abiathar | 


for following Adonijab, who by the Right of his Birth 
was next Heir to the Crown of Iſrael, yet, as his Sovereign 
Lord, he might forbid his entring into the Temple to of- 
ficiate, and might have taken away his Life, had he re- 
fus d to acquieſce, ſince he was really no better than a 
Rebel, for he who had been admitted into the Pri vacies 
of his Maſter David, could not but know that David him- 
ſelf mas a Prophet, and that God had promifed that that 
Son whom he ſhould have by Bat hſbeba, faul, after his De- 


ceaſe, ſit upon the Throne of Iſrael. The Right of dealing 


thus by the higbe /t Chriſtian Biſhops wasglaim'd by Chriſti- 
an Emperors afterwards, fo in the Year 420, Honorius ex- 
pell'd both Bonifacins and Eulalius, two Anti-popes, out of 
Rome, Theodbrick King of the Goths in Italy, clap'd up Foh# 
Biſboß of Rome in Priſon, and there ſtarv'd him to Deaths 
their Emperor Conftantius, in the Year 654, baniſh'd Pope 
Martin into Gherſoneſus, where he ended his Life. Nay, 
Pope Adrian the Firſt, got this Canon paſs'd in Council, 
that The whole Power of Electing Biſhops of Rome ſbould reſb 
in the Emperors alone, which accordingly they practiced 
till the Year 1076. What Church-Man the 1 can have a- 
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fall out with one another, then, and never till then, ſhall 
I think it a fit Time for the Imperial Crown, and the E- 
piſcopal Mitre to fit both upon cne Head, and then it 
may be thexe would be as little Reaſon for God the Father 
to have any Subſtitutes for the Government of this lower 
World, 'or to whoſe authentick Deterininations any inferi- 
vr Perſons ſhould be bound abſolately to ſubmit, as ſome 
Tell us there is not any Occaſion for ſuch Sub-Governours 
in the Church of Cbriſt. But till ſuch a Time comes, it 
IY the Sword, and not the Croſier, that muſt bear the 
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way, and Gade and Chriſis Vicegerents muſt ſupply his 
Place, and put an End to Controverſies with all Expedi- 
tion imaginable, not deferring the Deciſion of them, as 
Malefactors would be glad they ſhould, to the Day of 
Judgment; And to ſuppole the Crowns and Scepters of 
Kings to be under the fo OB of a proud uſurping Fre- 
late, or the Coercion of a tampltuons inconfiderate Mob, of 
that Hereticks and Schiſmaticks are to bè permitted to go 
dn without Controul, is to make him whom we call 2 
Aon arc h, a Slaye, and the Kingdom or Church of Cbriſ a 
Heap of Confuſidn, and ſuch we are ſure he never in- 
tended it tobe. 5 . V 
Its then our Duty, let Rowe or Bangor ſuggeſt never ſo 
much to the. contrary, to believe and acknowledge our 
lanful Sovereign, next and immediately under Chriſt, to 
be the [ſupreme Governowr 'over all Perſons both in Church 
and State, and thit ſuch 4 Governor as ought to be in a 
Chriſtian Kingdom, of which we always ha our ſelves 
to be Members, when we diſcourſe of thoſe ings, Cuſtos 
ſq; Tahulæ, the Keeper of both Tables, or the Prote- 
rs and Defenders of all Men in their Dattes to God, 
aud to one another, and whatever ſome Nopthfts may buz 
in their Princes Ears to the cantrary, they, as well as 
other Men, muſt give a terrible Account at the great Day, 
of their Performance of their own Duties in that Station.
